They will 
be sent back by the boys to the rela­ 
tives or friends in the United States 
I rom w’hom the soldier wishes to re­ 
ceive his Christmas package. W ith­ 
out this label packages will not be 
accepted for delivery by the postal 
authorities. Families and individuals 
receiving these labels from France 
will take them to the nearest Red 
Cross chapter or Branch where they 
will be given card board boxes 3x4x9. 
These boxes will be 
furnished 
by 
the American 
Red 
Cross without 
cost. Complete instructions will be 
furnished with each box regarding 
the articles which may be sent. No 
message or written material of any 
kind will be allowed in the boxes. 
Boxes when packed, 
wrapped 
and 
ready for shipment must not weigh 
more than three pounds. Perishable 
food, soft candy, liquids 
or 
glass 
containers will not be accepted. The 
boxes must be delivered to the near­ 
est collection station designated by 
the Red Cross, unsealed and unwrap­ 
ped, ready for Inspection. 
Individuals will not be allowed to 
mail the 
boxes 
themselves.

Christmas parcel will be accepted by 
the American Red Cross for ship­ 
ment after Nov. 20th.

With the French Armies, Oct. l l . 
— (Correspondence of The Associat­ 
ed Press)—The armored caterpillar 
motor can or "tank," which is now 
in high favor as an engine of assault 
against the enemies' lines, almost fell 
into discredit in France in 1917. The 
most successful type has been the 
new lighter car with a swinging tur­ 
ret from which an inch and a half 
calibre canon or a machine gun can 
fire in any direction. 
While the British were manufac­ 
turing their immense, heavy "tanks" 
the French, without knowing of the 
work their allies were doing, experi­ 
mented with lighter cars, one type 
weighing 13 tons and 
another 
22 
tons. The 13-ton cars made their ap­ 
pearance in April 1917, taking part 
in the 
French 
offensive 
between 
Rheims and the Aisne, as an experi­ 
ment. 
The losses appeared to be exces­ 
sive and the report spread that they 
caught fire every time they were hit 
by a projectile. The death of Com­ 
mandant Bossut while leading an as­ 
sault with one of the cars created a 
profound impression. 
Two later 
operations, 
however, 
modified military opinion regarding 
them and they proved to be most ef­ 
fective. 
During the winter 
other experi­ 
ments were made and toward the last 
of May, 1918, the light "tanks" made 
their appearance on the battlefield in 
greater numbers. They were assign­ 
ed to the defense of the forest of 
Villers-Cotterets when the Germans 
made their rush 
between Soissons

HOLLAND WILL SEND 
MESSAGE TO AUSTRIA 
Amsterdam, 
Oct. 
l l . — (Corre­ 
spondence of The Associated Press) 
—'Hollanders have been told by their 
friends in the United States that Am­ 
erican 
opinion 
is 
undergoing 
a 
change adverse to Holland. To com­ 
bat this a Netherlands society is pre­ 
paring to send a special mission to 
America in the hope of more firmly 
cementing the friendship of the two 
nations. 
Friends of Holland in the United 
states, according to the Handelsblad, 
which is regarded as the leading news 
paper in the kingdom, have sent 
word to Holland that the feeling in 
America is that the people of the 
Netherlands seem "indifferent" 
to 
the tremendous issues of the war. 
The paper declares that the con­ 
sensus of American opinion is that 
the Dutch fail to appreciate the pur­ 
ity of America’s motives, 
that the 
Hollanders think of nothing but to 
keep out of the war and enrich them­ 
selves and that the loudness of their 
protests against any inconveniences 
they may have suffered as a result 
of Entente war measures is not pro­ 
portionate to the 
moderateness 
of 
their complaints against 
Germany’s 
crimes on land and sea. 
The newspaper freely admits that 
there is good ground for reproach. 
"Many persons in Holland," it says, 
"judge the war 
and 
the 
leading 
statesmen of the various countries, 
especially America, 
in 
a captious, 
presumptions, even 
cynical 
spirit, 
which is calculated to grieve Ameri­ 
cans sorely. America can justly ex­ 
pect Holland to believe in the good 
faith of its declaration that it en­ 
tered the war not from egotistical oV 
selfish purposes but to free thjB world 
from the cancer of militaristic im­ 
perialism. 
"Holland has 
not 
done 
nearly 
enough to enlighten public opinion 
in Holland regarding the true feel­ 
ings of the American 
people. 
The 
spirit of the Dutch people is largely 
misunderstood 
and 
misinterpreted 
abroad."
